Practically Inoperative for Over a 


Century Terrifies Inhabitants of Its 


Immediate Vicinity. 


Tokio, March 16.—A serious earth­ 
quake occurred in the prefecture of 
Akita. Island of Hondu, killing a num­ 
ber of persons in the city of Akita 
and 
destroying or damaging 
many 
houses. 
In the village of Kowakubi, 
which was ruined, there were many 
casualties. 
The disturbance damaged the rail­ 
road and telegraph lines. 
Full details of the disaster have not 
been received, owing to the interrup 
tion of communication. 
Sixty bodies 
were found in the basin of the Omono 
river, where 320 houses were destroy­ 
ed. 
The 
village of Kitameno was* 
burned. 
As a result of the earthquake a cop­ 
per 
mine at 
Tsunmdato 
collapsed 
The fate of the 300 workmen in th** 
mine is unknown. 
Simultaneous with the earthquake 
came terrific explosions and the burst­ 
ing of flames from the volcano Azama 
Varna, ninety miles northwest of To 
kio, which terrified the inhabitants of 
that district. 
Akita is a garrison town on the Sea 
of Japan. 
It does a considerable ex­ 
port trade, especially in rice. 
The 
population of the city is about 30,000. 
Azama Varna is the largest active 
volcano in Japan. 
A majority of its 
active periods have been productive 
of showers of ashes only. 
Its last 
great eruption was in 1783, when sev. 
eral villages on the north side of the 
mountain were obliterated by huge 
stream s of lava. 
The crater is about 
three-quarters of a mile in circumfer 
ence. 


TRADE COMMISSION MEASURE 


CASUALTIES MAY EXCEED 1.500 


Bill 
Is 
Completed 
and 
Its 
Terms 
Made Public. 
Washington, March 16.—The inter­ 
state trade commission bill, bearing 
the approval of President Wilson and 
Attorney 
General McReynolds, 
was 
made public following many confer 
ences among 
the 
members 
of the 
house interstate commerce committee. 
The Democrats expect this measure 
to command 
substantial Republican 
support and an effort probably will 
be made soon to bring about concert­ 
ed action 
between the 
senate and 
house on this phase of the adm inistra­ 
tion program of commerce regulation 
and anti trust legislation. 
The new 
bill was agreed upon unanimously by 
its framers, a subcommittee of Demo­ 
crats and Republicans headed by Rep­ 
resentative Covington 
of Maryland, 
and it is approved by practically the 
full committee. 
The bill would transfer all the pow­ 
ers and duties of the bureau of cor­ 
porations and the commissioner of 
corporations to the proposed commis­ 
sion of three members, presidential 
appointees 
subject to 
confirmation, 
whose salaries would be 110,000 an­ 
nually each. 


Northerly 
Gale 
Causes 
Numerous 


Cloudbursts Along the East Coast 


on the Sea of Azov and the Shore 


for About Five Hundred Miles Was 


Flooded and Considerable Damage 


Done. 


St. Petersburg, March 16,—Details 
of the hurricane which swept the 
province of Kuban, Southern Russia, 
Saturday, were received here from 
Ekaterinodar. A northerly gale caused 
numerous waterspouts off the east 
coast on the Sea of Azov and tile 
shore from Yoisk to the Strait of 
Kertsch, a distance of about HOO miles, 
was flooded and seriously damaged. 
One hundred and seventy-six con­ 
struction employes on the Kuban rail­ 
road were sleeping in a shed when 
awakened by the storm and fled to a 
train and endeavored to escape. Soon, 
however, the engine and cars were 
overturned by the rushing waiter and 
swept away. 
The hurricane raged for ten hours. 
When it ceased the receding floods re­ 
vealed scenes of great destruction. 
Eight miles of the railway embank­ 
ment 
were in ruin. 
The wrecked 
train was covered with bodies of dead 
women. Forty-eight of the 176 men 
finally got to shore on floating wreck­ 
age, but it is feared all the others 
were drowned. 
Many courageous rescues of persons 
floating on wreckage on the sea have 
been reported. 
Many 
bodies 
have 
been washed ashore at various points. 
Tile meager dispatches received re­ 
ported 
that 
1,500 
lives 
had 
been 
lost as a result of the storm, but no 
reliable details giving what may be 
termed an accurate estimate have yet 
come to hand. 
A 
similar 
catastrophe 
occurred 
along the shores of the Sea of Azov 
thirty-seven years ago.

Washington. March IO.— [Special.]— 
Visitors to Washington marvel that so 
few’ men in either tile senate or house 
listen to w hat is being said. 
Tin? per­ 
centage of nonattendants is larger in 
the house than in the senate because 
the membership is larger, but many a 
day the senators talk on the most im 
portant subjects with only a half doz­ 
en fellow’ senators in the chamber, aud 
most of them flaying little or no a t­ 
tention to what is being said. 
For the most part, the speeches made 
in congress are not made in tin* way of 
argument. 
I doujit whether any man 
h asb ee n iufluence#one way. although 
I did hear that two or three senators 
were influenced on election cases by 
the arguments of men who had in­ 
vestigated them. 
F o r 'the most part, 
however, tile speeches have no effect 
whatever upon tile men to whom they 
are supposed to be addressed. 


Talking to Constituents. 
‘‘I have got to make a speech on this 
subject,” a senator told me not long 
since. 
“ I am going to vote against the 
measure and I must explain why I do 
so.” 
Now. he was not explaining to 
the senate, for he did not care much 
what the senate tbougiit of his posi­ 
tion. but he was making a sfieoch to 
explain to his constituents why be op­ 
posed w hat a large number of them 
wanted. 
“I am talking to the galleries, I see." 
said Senator Sherman of Illinois, w’bo 
was discussing presidential primaries 
I and no one in the senate was listen­ 
ing to him. 
“Yes. I nm talking to the 
galleries, and I hope they will take 
w hat I say home with them und tell 
their friends in every part of the colin J 
try.” 
For “home consumption” is the ren 
son for most of the talk that is heard 
in congress. 
I do not include In this 
the discussion of appropriation hills, 
which sometimes gets right down to 
arguments on whether or not congress 
should do one thing or another. 


W hat Is Our Vote? 
In connection wdtb the nouatteud 
ance of members of the senate and 
bouse it is an interesting fact that 
amendments are lost and sometimes 
measures are voted up and down sim­ 
ply by the “whips” or the trusted em­ 
ployee who stands at the door of the 
chamber when a vote is being taken 
For instance, a bill of some Impor 
tance is pending in the house. 
It is a 
bill reported by a committee the ma 
Jority of whom are Democrats, aud it 
is presumed to be a * Democratic bill. 
At some stage, we will say. a Repub 
Mean will offer an amendment and the 
yeas and nays are called. 
The bells 
Jingle all over the capitol aud in the 
house office building, aud members 
rush over to vote. 
The Republicans 
pass in their door and seek either tho 
minority leader or minority whip or 
the Republican employee. 
“Our vote is ‘Yes,’ ” they are told as 
they pass by. and that settles it. 
The Democrats pass by their man. 
and lie says, “Our vote is, ‘No,’ ” and 
that settles it for most of them. 
This sort of thing happens on a great 
many important measures ii* the course 
of a session because the nonattendance 
of the members prevents them from 
knowing exactly what they are voting 
upon, and they feel sic? if they have 
voted with their respect-’e parties. 


They Suspected as Much. 
The women w’ho have been urging 
the suffrage amendment in congress 
have been at considerable loss to un­ 
derstand w’hy the southern men were 
so fearful that federal action might 
result in permitting negro women of 
the south to vote. 
The women felt 
that the southern states would take 
care of that matter just as they have 
taken care of the privilege of negro 
men under the fifteenth amendment. 
Senator 
Vardaman 
of 
Mississippi 
seems to have explained the situation. 
“The negro man,” he said, “is much 
more easily controlled, less turbulent 
and more tractable than tile negro wo- 
mnn. Verily, ‘the female of tile species 
is more deadly than the male’ In this 
instance.” 


Same Old Fight. 
In these days the descendants of tile 
Choctaws, Chickasaws and Cherokees 
and other tribes of Indians who re­ 
mained behind and did not go to the 
Indian 
Territory 
when 
the 
United 
States government moved tile Indians 
there are constantly regretting that 
their ancestors wanted to stay in the 
old home. 
And congress must have 
regretted it ever since, because a fight 
comes up every year when there is an 
Indiau appropriation bill.
